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ITALY HAS DECLA 


WAR AGAINS 


Italian Troops are Being Landed in 


Tripoli With Orders to Assume 


Control at Once 


TURKISH GARRISONS OUTCLASSED BY BELLIGERENTS 


Action of Italy is Denounced by Both England and 


Germany and Fears are Entertained Tbat a 


Crisis May be Precipitated Tbat Will 


Involve Every Nation in 


Europe. 


London, Sept. 29.—War between Italy and Turkey 


has been declared. The Italian troops are being landed 
in Tripoli with orders to assume control of the country. 
The finest ships of the Italian navy are protecting the 
landing of troops and other vessels of the navy ready 
for instant action are patrolling the entire Mediter- 
ranean. 


Within 48 hours an entire Italian army division will 


be in Tripoli. The Turkish garrison of the small cit.ies 
of Tripoli are hopelessly outclassed by the picked Italian 
forces. 


Up to the present time no word of actual fighting 


has been received. 


The situation is greatly complicated by the rumors 


of trouble between Turkey and Greece and by the fact 
that Italy's action is bitterly denounced by both England 
and Germany. 


It is feared a crisis maybe precipitated that will in- 


volve every nation of Europe. 
, 


The various cabinets are reported to be in confer- 


ence over the situation. 


The official declaration of war was announced at 


2:30 this afternoon. In a note to the European powers, 
Italy declared that the right of all foreigners would be 
safeguarded in Tripoli. 


Constantinople, Sept. 29.—It is semi-officially admit- 


ted that the cabinet s a unit in the rejection oL' Italian 
demands and lias counseled the Sultan to resist Italian 
aggression to the utmost. , 


London, Sept. 29.—The Constantinople correspond- 


ent of the Exchange Telegraph Co., says that Turkey in 
its reply to Italy's ultimatum expresses great willing- 
ness to negotiate the points in dispute it' the present sit- 
uation is permitted to stand unchanged, Turkey mean- 
while agreeing to cease sending men "and munitions to 
Tripoli. 


Constantinople, Sept. 29.—A decree was issued to- 


night convening ihc Turkish parliament. There is a feel- 
ing everywhere that Italy should be resisted at all haz- 
ards. 


Berlin, Sept. 29.—The German press with only a few 


exceptions today denounce what is termed Italy's brutal 
robher.y which is justified only by might. 


The foreign office admits great alarm over the out- 


look. It is stated that there arc already indications of a 
serious uprising in the Balkans, and that it may eventu- 
ally lead to an all-Europe clash. 


It is stated that the powers have already exchanged 


notes designed to device a plan to localize the disturb- 
ances. 


London, Stpt. 20—Word that Italy 
has occupied Tripoli in

vvith the sewer gas, tore out a nian- 
lole near Holliday street and raise 
he pavement for a distance ol nearly

The stretch of pavement 


damaged was ten feet wide and ex- 
tended almost to Pataskala street. 


The public service department 
is 


at a loss to explain the exact caiioi, 
of the accident, except that the sewo 
is not of sufficient size to take car 
of the surface water during a heavy 
stoorm such as that of this morning. 


The man hole, where the greatest 


damage 'occurred, was properly ven- 
tilated for the escape of sewer gas, 
and for this reason it is doubtful it" 
this was 'the only cause. 


The pavement at the manhole for 


a distance of several feet 
on each 
side was torn up. Into this, 
great 


quantities of surface water 
poured, 


and in a short time the hole was fill- 
ed with drift wood and dirt from the 
streets. In all probability the entire 
pavement where the damage occurred 
will have to be taken up and relanl 
and it is possible that it will be nec- 
essary to uncover the sewer to see 
how extensive the damage was to the 
sewer itself. 


Some newly laid cement walks in 


various parts oi' the city, not having 
had time to "set," wore more 
or 


less damaged, though in most cases 
the work was protected sufficientlv 
to prevent heavy damage.
